James 5:16 


In order to pray the effectual fer- 
vent prayer we must be a changed 
child from nature’s darkness into the 
marvelous light, the Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. Our guilt must be can- 
celled. We must be free, saved by His 
divine grace. This is the basis of all 
righteous prayers. The heart of stone 
must be tak away. 

We read 4 d’s righteous command- 
ments, walking*in His statutes and or- 
dinances to do them. “He that doeth 
righteousness.” This is the love of 
God, that we keep His commandments. 
Not every prayer, even of the righteous 
of which our text speaks, will be ef- 
fectual. By some this is rendered “en- 
wrought prayer of the heart.” It is the 
opposite of formality and double 
mindedness, the opposite of lightness 
or dullness. But when the soul lan- 
guisheth and, yea, panteth after God it 
represents that travail of soul, when 
the soul is aflame and burning with 
holy desire, when the soul will not be 
denied and refuses a delay of the bless- 
ing sought. When these holy fires burn 
on the altar of our hearts God has 
promised not to deny us, and with the 
poet we can say, 

“Lord, I will not let thee go 

Until the blessing Thou bestow; 

Do not turn away Thy face, 

Mine’s an urgent, pressing case; 

No, I must maintain my hold, 

"Tis Thy goodness that makes me 

bold; 

I can no denial take, 

When I plead for Jesus’ sake.” 

The blessedness of praying with all 
perseverance, keeping the eye of faith 
so fixed on God’s will, holding on hy 
faith, asking until we obtain the bless- 
ing which we so much desire. It means 
something in these days to pray thru. 
There is nothing more important in 
the Christian’s life than the duty of 
prayer, There is no law of nature 
more universal than that of pray2r. 
In dangers, seen and unseen, the hu- 
man family has always turned to God 
for help. The apostles and prophets 
in early days sought God in prayer 
and there is not the slightest doubt 
for a moment but what they received 
their petitions. 


INTERCESSIONS AND 
THANKSGIVING 
1 Tim, 2:1 


All Christians admit the necessity 
and importance of prayer. It forms a 
part of every religious worship and is 
one of the most essential parts of wor- 
ship. Our text includes several of the 
definite branches of prayer. Supplica- 
tion signifies depression of evil, when 
one feels that spirit and opposition of 
darkness as it comes upon them. This 
brings us to where we feel the need 
of supplication. 

Intercessions are our addresses to 
God on the behalf of others or even 
for our own needs. The question 
arises, Who is the proper object of in- 
tercession? God is the proper one to 
direct our appeals to. All worship 
must be given to Him. The Father is 
chiefly to be addressed in prayer, Je- 
sus being our Mediator between God 
and man. The apostle says, “I bow my 
knee unto the Father of our Lord Je- 
sus.” Jesus taught His disciples to 
pray. It is proper to address our pray- 
ers to God thru His Son. The first 
of all indicates the importance of pray- 
er and for all men the great scope of 
prayer. If there ever has been a time 
in our lives that all men needed pray- 
er, it is today when there is increase 
of evil and great distress and perplexi- 
ties of nations. Oh, how we need to 
pray. Our kindred and friends are of 
great concern to the prayer warrior. 
We love our immediate family and 
they are out in the world of sin and 
darkness, possibly many of them, and 
we will have to wrap them up with 
our prayers or many will be lost. 

I suppose every one is also interest- 
ed in his own sanctuary. We want the 
Spirit of God to be with us in meet- 
ing. We want to see the Church of God 
rise and shine. We must have the 
power for sinners to be convicted and 
brought to Jesus, so the whole church 
at large should unite in one effort of 
prayer to God until great conviction 
seizes the people everywhere and they 
are brought to Him. All mankind 
needs the power of God today. The 
widow, the orphan, the prisoner, and 
those who languish on beds of afflic- 
tion, the men bearing sorrows, all 
these God can relieve and help. It 
seems as though when we look at the 
needs of the human family today that 
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The Habit of Fault- 
Finding 


A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pitchers of siiver. Prov. 
25:1. 

There is such a thing as acquiring 
the habit of faultfinding so that we 
look for faults in others instead of vir- 
tue. It is a sad and bad habit. The 
result of it is that in finding fault 
thus with others or searching for their 
faults we easily recognize those faults 
with which we are most familiar and 
this familiarity comes from acquaint- 
ance with our own faults, for are we 
not well acquainted with our own 
faults? We have seen such people who 
were constantly criticizing those very 
faults that other people were discover- 
ing in them. It is like a dog barking 
at himself in a mirror. He thinks he is 
barking at another dog instead of him- 
self. Let us not be barking at our- 
selves thinking that we are barking 
at other people. 

Jesus said cast the beam out of your 
own eye and then shalt thou see clear- 
ly to cast the mote out of thy broth- 
er’s eye. He did not say then shalt 
thou see clearly to discover the motes 
in other people’s eyes, for it takes no 
grace or wisdom to discover faults but 
it takes grace to cast them out of oth- 
er people’s eyes. The habit of fault- 
finding is not a mark of grace but of 
disgrace. We should find fault only 
when by so doing we are sure that we 
can thus glorify God and advance his 
truth. Otherwise we are hurting oth- 
ers for no profit but we are hurting 
ourselves most of all. 

“Let your speech be always with 
grace, seasoned with salt, that ye may 
know how ye ought to answer every 
man.” Col. 4:6. 

Salt has a saving power, so does our 
words if spoken in the right way at 
the right time, otherwise they kill, 
cause trouble and heartaches.—Partly 
selected.

MISSIONS 


The latter rain is falling in Mission 
fields, while others are still suffering 
with drouth, 

In spite of heathenism, superstition, 
skepticism, infidelity, persecution, hy- 
pocrisy and many other things the 
missionary has to fight against, the 
latter rain is falling in the mission 
fields. Thousands of souls are getting 
saved from sin and destroying their 
idols. In Liberia God wonderfully 
healed a woman and it so stirred the 
village that the Chieftain asked the 
missionaries to destroy their big city 
god, Juju. After he was destroyed they 
brought the smaller ones and destroy- 
ed them. 





In Africa at one place it is estimat- 
ed that almost 1,000 have been 
brought to Christ. They are not only 
just getting saved but they are stand- 
ing afterwards. Jimmie Salter in the 
Congo tells us that he can show us 
mission stations where there has not 
been a single backslider from the be- 
ginning up to the present time. There 
are thousands of cannibals, who have 
never known any language but their 
own, who are getting the Holy Ghost 
and praising God in English, French, 
German, Welsh, and Dutch, just as 
though they had known the language 
all their life. Yes, there are going to 
be people from the darkest corners of 
the earth who will rejoice in heaven 
and thank “you” for making it pos- 
sible for a holiness missionary to come 
to their land. They are so hungry for 
the Gospel that at one place 160 gath- 
ered for a sunrise prayer meeting. 

But there is only such a small per 
cent that is being reached. While the 
latter rain is falling so freely there 
are so many places where the ground 
is still dry and no rain at all. The 
“Washington Examiner states that 
there are 1,600.000,000 persons on the 
earth today, nearly 1,000,000,000 of 
whom have yet to hear’ the gospel. 
There are 42,000,000 unevangelized in 
Japan. Chinese Tukestan is practically 
without a missionary. Tibit is virgin 
soil. In Africa millions remain in ig- 
norance of the Gospel. In some regions 
of the dark continent the nearest mis- 
sionary is 1,500 miles away. There are 
14,000,000 human beings in South 
America who have never been visited 
by a missionary, Catholic or Protes- 
‘tant. 


Egypt needs missionaries. The death 
rate among infants in Egypt is one of 
the highest in the world. Out of every 
113 babies born in Cairo each day, 
twenty-seven will be dead before the 
year passes, as compared with seven 
in New York City. And five years later 
fifty-one will be gone, while in com- 
parison New York City will have lost 
only eleven. 


Egypt has a higher per cent of 
blindness than any country in the 
world. Eight hundred out of every 
100,000 of the population are totally 
blind as compared with sixty-three per 
100,000 in the United States. Also 90 
per cent of the population is affected 
in one or another of its forms with 
that infectious disease of the eyes 
known as trachoma. Do not all of 
these suffering people need the knowl- 
edge of Christ?

There are many things to hinder our 
prayers, even in Christian life and 
with the minister. Sometimes our 
duties and burdens are so great that 
we fail to take time to pray. I listen- 
ed to the testimony of a very useful 
man, a member of the Church of God, 
whose duties thru the day took all of 
his time and even until late at night, 
until he hardly had time to pray with 
his family. Oh, that God will help us 
to remember the importance of pray- 
er. I hope that this will be the means 
of causing so many busy hearts to stop 
and remember the importance of pray- 
er. 

Confusion of mind sometimes hin- 
ders us from praying. Of course there 
is a per cent of our people who are 
rather worldly minded, careless, mind- 
ing earthly things, who are hardly 
ever swept into the whirlwind of in- 
tercession, consequently they lose the 
very best of the pleasure and joy of 
a Christian life. Along with our prayer 
we must remember to be cheerful, 
leaving off foolish speaking, exercis- 
ing ourselves in joy and gladness.
